fact that he had .to live through 88 days of . 
hell during the siege of Beirut. - 
- A quiet dinner followed our initial, 
meeting: Arafat hardly ate, too preoccupied 
with narrating what happened and what 
fumrc course of action to take. He talked at 
rimes, :it seemed, more to himself — 
describing in minute details tbe savage 
botabmg by the Israelis of dviliao targets. 
One could almost feel his intense emotions - 
' as. he meandered from topic to topic, 
touching on incidents of valor and bravery 
and of the determination of the yoong PLO 
fighters and their patriotic Lebanese allies 
to die for their just cause. 

His eyes almost brimming with tears, be 
spoke of the treachery that followed bis 
departure from Beirut. The PLO fighters 
left Beirut so that its- civilian population 
would not further endure the merciless 
slaughter by the Israelis who, by using freely 
provided American arms and ammunition, 
were intent on razing the entire city to tbe 
ground and adding one more chapter in 
their genocide against tbe Palestinians. 

Throughout, Arafat remained calm. His; 
appearance and manners contrasted shar-- 
ply with the loutish behavior of Sharon or 
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the psychopathic gestures of Begin. He 
spoke not of revenge but of justice. For the 
hundreds of thousands of Palestinians in 
diaspora, the need-of the hour was a home- 
land of their own — not refugee camps.

But once again, tbe same old 
Zionist propaganda statements like the 
PLO is for the destruction of Israel, tbe 
PLO wants to kill all Jews and other ques- 
tions were fired and Arafat would sit back, 
fold his arms, look genuinely puzzled and 
ask for the authenticity of these statements.

CATANIA, Sicily, Sept. 26 (R) — A 
Soviet -Jxirn hijacker with an Australian 
passport was overpowered by flight crew and 
arrested Saturday after seizing an Italian air- 
liner between Algiers and Rome. Police 
named the hijacker as Igor Sfakourd. 32, bora 
in Leningja<L lividg fo Rome but hold'ng an 
Australian passport issued last year. 

Officials of the Italian national airline. 
Alitalia, said Shkouro took control of the 
Boeing 727, AfifaHa flight AZ 871 , about20 
minutes after it left Algiers. The plane, with 
101 passengers and a crew of eight, was 
refused landing permission at Tripoli and 
Malta before landing at Catania's Fon- 
tanarossa airport on tire east coast of Sicily. 

Shkouro was overpowered' by the flight 
crew shortly after allowing his fellow passen- 
gers and the cabin crew to leave the aircraft 
Police said he appeared to be under tbe influ- 
ence of drugs and gave no coherent reason for 
his action. 

But other police soyrees said Shkouro, who 
was armed only with a knife, had apparently 
•• decided to seize tbe plane after being refused 
entry by the Algerian authorities when .be 
arrived from Rome on an earlier flight. 


irk Tel Aviv Begin aides on warpath 
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TEL AVIV, Sept. 26 (Agencies) — 
Reports of harsh criticism of Israel pouring in 
from its embassies around the world have teft 
Israeli foreign affairs staff with a “feeling of 
political disaster”, tbe independent Haarttz 
newspaper reported Sunday. 

Citing “Israeli diplomatic sources’*, 
Haaretz said that cmfcisgies eveiywheTe bad 
telegraphed Reports of “ stormy reactions” to 
the 'massacre of Palestinians tq. Beirut. The 
messages from France and Italy were par- 
ticularly alarming, Haaretz said. .. 

.But even more disturbing were reports 
from the United States, where support for 
Israel is rapidly eroding, especially in Con- 
gress, Haaretz wrote. “Israel no longer has 
anyone to whom it can explain its position, 
not in the Jewish- American community, the 
trade unions, the press or in American Con- 
gress," tbe newspaper added. 

Tbe massacre is the “ Watergate of Israel* 
and is sure to lead to a cat in financial and 
military aid, Haaretz concluded. 

Meanwhile, for the first time, American 
sympathies are almost evenly divided bet- 
ween Israel (32 percent) and the Arab states 
(28 percent), according to a copyrighted 
Newsweek polL 

The Newsweek poll, which is to appear m 
tbe American news weekly’s Oct. 4 issue, 
shows that half of the respondents believe 
American aid to Israel should be suspended 
or reduced to force a pullout of Israeli forces 
from Lebanon and that anti-Semitism in the 
U.S. is likely to increase because of tbe recent 
developments in the Middle East. 

Tbe poll shows, Ne ws wee k .report, that 51 
percent of those polled say they are less sym- 
pathetic to tbe Israeli position than they were 
a year ago. In contrast, American support for 
the Palestinian position has increased 39 per- 
cent of tbe Newsweek sample say their sym- 
pathy for tbe Palestinian cause has grown in 
the past year. 

Newsweek reports that a solid majority of 
American Jews (65 percent) assigned Israel 
at least some degree of responsibility for tbe 
Beirut massacre. American Jews, ft said, 
were even more critical of Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin" s policies, while 70 
percent of the national sample thought 
Begin’ s policies were hunting U.S. support for 
Israel, 78 percent of tbe American Jews sur- 
veyed shared that viewpoint. 
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TEL AVIV, Sept 26 (Agencies) — A 
full-scale judicial inquiry into tbe Beirut mas- 
sacre appeared increasingly likely Sunday, 
with several ministers reportedly saying they 
had changed their minds and would support 
such a probe. 

Until now, Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin has refused to initiate such an inves- 
tigation with, powers to subpoena witnesses 
-and punish perjurors, and instead has asked 
Supreme Court President Yitzhak Kalian to 
undertake an independent inquiry, - 

Kahaa has refused to consider the request 
because petitions for a judicial inquiry 
already are pending before the Supreme 
Court. Interior Minister Yosef Burg said 
Kalian" s position had influenced him to 
change his mind' and demand a judicial 
inquiry. Burg told Israel radio he would make 
his position known at tbe next cabinet 
meeting, on Tuesday. 

Justice Minister Mosbe Nissan was quoted 
as telling the daily Maoris a judicial inquiry 
“now seems inevitable.” 

An opinion conducted in Israel shows just 
over half the Israeli population wants a full 
state commission enquiry into tbe Beirut 
m a ss ac re and about another quarter favors 
some other kind of investigation. 


Of tbe 740 persons interviewed for tbe poll 
in Tedioth Akaronoth newspaper, SI percent 
said they favored a state commission, a prop- 
osal voted down in parliament Wednesday. 

Another 23 percent said they favored some 
other form of investigation and 25 percent 
wanted no investigation at aD. The remaining 
one percent expressed no opinion. 

TTfe poll was conducted Sept. 22-23, when 
the cabinet refused to appoint a state com- 
mission. Such a body would have full judicial 
powers to investigate Israel's failure to pre- 
vent the massacre of Palestinian civilians in 
Beirut refugee camps. 

On Saturday, a crowd claimed to number 
over 350,000 protested tbe massacre in the 
largest anti- government demonstration 
Israel has ever known. 

Speakers demanded the resignation of 
Begin and Defense Minister Ariel Sharon, 

■ and an independent judicial enquiry into the 
conduct of tbe army and tbe government 
during the slaughter. 

•‘Never have we stood before such a string 
of wretched decisions arousing such doubt, 
sorrow and distract among tbe citizens,'’ said 
opposition Labor Party leader Shimon Peres 
in his address. 


BEIRUT, Sept. 26 (Agencies) — A sol- 
ution to a dispute over the presence of Israeli 
troops in West Beirut appeared to be moving 
closer Sunday as the Israelis pulled out of 
some of their remaining positions and said 
most of their remaining men would leave 
Tuesday. 

Tbe refusal of the Israeli Army to leave 
West Beirut, which it invaded 11 days ago, 
has delayed tbe deployment of a Frencb- 
American-Jtalian force in the city to protect 
civilians following the massacre in Palestinian 
refugee camps. 

By midday Sunday, Israeli tanks and 
armored personnel carriers which had been 
stationed outside an office of the Palestine 
liberation Organization (PLO) is central 
Beirut had. withdrawn and units of the 
Lebanese regular army were taking up 
position. Tbe Israelis bad also reduced tbe 
number of men and vehicles at Beirut’s sea- 
port. But at the airport on the southern edge 
of tbe city, they were still present in strength 
and a C-130 transport plane stood on the 
runway with its engines turning. 

An Israeli military spokesman said Israeli 
forces would leave what be called the Greater 
Beirut area, with tbe exception of the airport, 
by Tuesday. 

In the meantime, Lebanese President 
Amin Gem ay el chaired a meeting of tbe 
coordination committee of tbe international 
buffer force Sunday to discuss deployment of 
the French, Italian, and American conting- 
ents in Beirut and its suburbs. 

A Lebanese official said' U.S. Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of State Morris Draper 
attended the meeting along with French 
Ambassador to Lebanon Paul Marc Henry, 
bis Italian counterpart. Franco LucioQi, and 
military officers from the United States, 
France, Italy and Lebanon. 

Iff Tel Aviv, the military command 
announced that Beirut international airport 
will be. handed over to Lebanese government 
representatives by Wednesday. 

Tbe agreement to evacuate was completed 
in full tbope ration with the Lebanese Army, 
the command said, and ft involved no other 
parties. American marines were to have

320 Ethiopians killed 

MOGADISHU, Sept. 26 (R) — Somalia 
Sunday said its forces kiDed 320 Ethiopian 
soldiers and wounded 200 in renewed fight- 
ing along their common border over the past 
week.

Saudia- Williams on top of the world 


LAS VEGAS, Nevada, Sept 26 (AP) - 
Jubilant Keke Rosberg, with a reputation for 
. driving a race car to its limits, said he played it 
cool on tbe way to wrapping up his first world 
championship in Saturday's Las Vegas Grand 
Prix. . 

Young Michele Alboreto of Italy ran away 
with tbe race in a Tyrrell, gaining his first 
Formula One triumph, but it was Rosberg 
who stole the show after -piloting his 
Saudia- Williams to a fifth-place finish that 
gave team owner Frank Williams bis second 
world title in three seasons. 

“ With about 30 laps to go, 1 slowed down,” 
tbe blond, mustachioed Finnish driver said. 
“That (fifth place) was enough. It was all I 
needed. There was no reason to go faster” 

“It (the championship) gives me great 
pleasure. I had a slight lull in midseason,” 
added Rosberg. “Tbe team made mistakes, I 
made mistakes. But we started getting better 
later in the year.” ■ 

Alboreto, considered a future superstar by 
many in Formula One racing, averaged 1 00.1 
mpfa (1 60.1 kpb) on tbe way to his first Grand 
Prix triumph. 

“1 hope next year I have some other days 
like this,” said the happy but restrained win- 
ner. "From the Erst day, we (tbe Tyrrell 
team) were balanced. “lam very tired, but T m 
very happy” 

Rosberg, 33, won tbe championship with 
only one victory — the Swiss Grand Prix — 
this season. But be finished second three 
times to pile up the points. He bad gone into 
Saturday’s race, the last of tbe season, with 42 
poims-and his fifth place finish fetched him 
two more points. 

This put him out of the reach of John Wat- 
son of Northern Ireland, who had 33 points 
before the start of the race. Watson won 
another six points for his second place finish 
in bis McLaren to give him a total of 39 
points. 

Niki Lauda of Austria, who also drives fox 
McLaren and the only other driver with a 
chance to win tbe title, retired from tbe race 
when his car's ofl pressure dropped, dashing 
his hopes of scooping the championship for a

Habib, Hussein 
exchange views 

AMMAN, Sept. 26 (AFP) — U.S. envoy 
Philip Habib met with King Hussein shortly 
after his arrival here Sunday, the radio said. 
Also attending the meeting were Jordan’s 
royal cabinet chief Ahmad El Lawzi and 
army Commander-In-Chief Gen. Zeid Ben 
Cbaker. 

U.S. embassy sources said Habib* s visit was 
part of a Middle East tour of several countries 
to brief leaders on the latest developments in 
Lebanon. Tbe sources said Habib exchanged 
views with King Hussein on a withdrawal of 
aD foreign forces from Lebanon. They 
declined to give further details. Informed 
sources said Habib also discussed the Reagan 
peace initiative in the Middle East and KiDg 
Hussein's recent call for a Jordanian- 
Palestmian federation. 

A senior U.S. State Department official 
Saturday expressed optimism that King Hus- 
sein will obtain sufficient Arab backing to 
enter peace negotiations as proposed by 
Reagan. The official said Washington was 
involved in intense diplomatic exchanges 
with King Hussein, who has refused to enter 
the Camp David peace process but has given 
the Reagan plan a favorable reception. 

Invaders block 
reconstruction 

BEIRUT, Sept. 26 (AFP) — Israel has 
refused to allow the reconstraction'of homes 
in wrecked Palestinian camps in South Leba- 
non, saying it will agree only to the use of 
tents, informed Lebanese sources said Sun- 
day. 

The refusal was causing problems in the 
rehousing of Palestinian refugees, the sources 
said. The Israeli position was made clear dur- 
ing talks between Lebanon. Israel and the 
.United Nation Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestinian Refugees (UNRWA), on 
homeless Palestinians in both Beirut and 
South Lebanon, the sources said. 

Hie talks were meanwhile continuing, the 
sources said. UNRWA would pay the cost of 
any lodging approved. The sources also said 
residents of camps entirely destroyed might 
be transferred to new sites. 

In Beirut City Council President Shafiq 
Sardouk said the capital would restore the 
open-air markets which were tourist attrac- 
tions before they were destroyed during the 
dvfl war from 1 975-6. Sardouk said the work 
would cost $2,400 million. 

MEA loses $28m 

. BEIRUT, Sept 26 (AFP) — The Leban- 
ese Middle East Airlines (MEA) company 
has lost about $28 million since Beirut inter- 
national airport closed shortly after Israel 
invaded Lebanon on June 6. 

But MEA general Director Selim Salam 
also said Sunday reports of MEA planes 
being rented out to another company were 
false.

Pilgrims arrived on schedule in Arafat 


ARAFAT, Sept. 26 (SPA) - More than 
one million Muslim pilgrims from Saudi 
A rabia and almost all countries of the world 
made the journey to Arafat and settled in 
the plain from 9 a.m., Sunday, breaking an 
a!! time record, because of their discipline 
and excellent arrangements made by Saudi 
Arabian authorities for this purpose. They 
had started the journey at the break of dawn 
from Mina, without the slightest congestion 
or security incident, according to officials 
accompanying the pilgrims. 

Public Security Chief Gen. Abdullah 
AJ- Sheikh indicated that last year, the jour- 
ney to Arafat had been completed at 9.30 
a.m.. which means that half an hour was 
saved this year, as a result of improved 
arrangements. This was due, he added, both 
to the traffic organization and to the new 
projects that facilitate the pilgrims' 
movement. 

A3- Sheikh said that the security situation 
was normal and reassuring so far in Arafat. 
Mina and Makkah as we D as in the rest of 
the holy places and in Madinah. 

"Nothing marred this atmosphere this 
year.” he said, "but events stirred by 
Iranian pilgrims were as announced by the 
Interior Ministry." 

He urged everybody to devote all their 
spiritual, moral and physical energies only 
to the religious aspect of Hajj. Nobody, he 
said, should seize the opportunity of such a 
gathering to make a kind of propaganda. 

"Such a person, in fact, would spoil his 
own ritual, besides disturbing the others 
who had come to seek God's mercy,” AI- 
Sheikh said. He called upon everybody to 
cooperate with the traffic and security men 
for their own sake and for the sake of this 
Islamic country of theirs. They should 
■ report anything that might facilitate the task 
uf those men looking after their safety and 
comfort. 

Makkah Governor Prince Majed, bead of 
pilgrimage missions and senior officials 
from Islamic countries stood in the first row 
behind the Imam (the person who leads the 
prayers), at noon and early in the afternoon, 
at-Namira Mosque here, before the pil- 
grims. The sermon and the prayers were 
broadcast live od radio and television and 
relayed by satellite to a number of Arab and 
Islamic countries in Arabic and more than 
J 2 other languages. 

The Imam, Sheikh Abdul Aziz AL- 


Sheikh, who is also the lecturer of Riyadh's 
Grand Mosque, told Muslims that they 
must abide by their faith and implement it 
as perfectly as possible. He urged the 
leaders of the Muslim world, in particular, 
to rally around the Holy Quran and follow 
the Prophef s example for their own sake. 
He appealed to them to set aside their dif-, 
fere nces to find time to face the political and 
economic challenges poised to them by 
their foes and enemies who use every 
weapon in their attacks. 

Witnesses said that during the journey 
from Mina to Arafat in the early morning, 
the pilgrims looked like a beehive. They 
came in crowded vehicles, while official 
helicopters hovered in the sky, supervising 
the procession and watching to ascertain 
that Part II of the Pilgrimage Plan (the code 
for this journey) was proceeding correctly. 
Since Saturday evening, hundreds of sec- 
urity, traffic and civil defense men were 
deployed in great number in Arafat in pre- . 
paration for the event. 

Seen from the sky tbis year the area 
looked entirely different from what it used 
to a few years ago. It was virtually transfor- 
med into an integrated city with all the 
necessary infrastructure and amenities, like 
electricity and water. The place was so 
brightly lit that the evening appeared like 
day rime. Jt is now traversed by scores of 
streets, some of them as wide as 30 meters, 
for easier traffic. 

According to Muslim religious scholars 
and Ulema, the name Arafat, often pro- 
nounced also as Arafa (from the Arabic 
verb meaning to know, find or acquaint 
oneself with) could have been given to this 
place for many reasons. Among the prob- 
abilities is the legend that says that when 
Adam committed the original sin, an angel 
came down to him in this place and told him 
what he had done, and so "he knew.” 
Another possibility is that Adam and Eve 
were sent to Earth separately. Botb were 
dropped at Mina. And again Mina in 
Arabic, or more correctly Mina means wish, 
or desire. As soon as they arrived, Adam 
and Eve were driven by an inner-force that 
prompted tbe m to seek each other, a kind of 
a desire or wish, until they actually met. 
They met at Arafat and got acquainted. 
Mount Arafat is actually a wide valley sur- 
rounded by a series of mountains and hills.

Gulf states solidarity 

MANAMA, (AFP) — Six Gulf states have 
cancelled all official ceremonies marking 
today’s Eid al-Adha festivals to mark sol- 
idarity with the Lebanese and Palestinian 
peoples following tbe Beirut massacres. Tbe 
six — Iraq, Kuwait, Bahrain: Qatar, North 
Yemen and the. United Arab Emirates — 
announced the decision jointly Sunday. 


RIYADH, Sept. 26 — Two pharmaceuti- 
cal manufacturing plants will be built in Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait to cover pan of the Gulfs 
requirements. Statistics have shown that Gulf 
countries together import medicines worth 
more than SI billion every year. The spend- 
ing on medicines is next after defense, accord- 
ing to Al -Riyadh. 

The plants will be established as joint ven- 
tures between the governments and private 
Gulf businessmen. A Health Ministry 
spokesman said that Gulf officials were 
aware of maneuvers by pharmaceutical man- 
ufacturers abroad to oppose the Gulf Coop- 
eration Council countries' tendency to make 
joint purchases of their medicines. They are 
also trying to dissuade the GCC states from 
building these two plants. 

But the GCC countries have affirmed to 
the foreign companies that they are intent not 
only to buying jointly at least 50 percent of 
their requirements of medicine, but even of 
stepping up this trend until ail of their 
medicine purchases take place jointly. 

The spokesman. Dr. Ibrahim Yacoub. 
assistant health undersecretary for technical 
affairs, said that by buying together. GCC 
countries save some 30* percent or more of 
the cost. Together they can better face the 
policies and irregularities of some medicnc 
exporters to the Gulf, Tbe areaS ^health 
ministries have decided to Mack list emySoch. .

Gulf countries have also managed to regu- 
late the types of medicines imported. For 
instance, they used to import 35.000 types 
without any proper checking. Now the higher 
committee on medicines enables the area's 
countries to exchange infor m ation about 
their respective experiments with each type. 
They also make sure that the medicines are of 
good quality and that their validity has not 
expired. Moreover, they detect and block the 
entry' of counterfeited or obnoxious 
medicines. A similar ban is imposed on 
medicines with undesired side effects. Such 
information is exchanged daily. 

Dr. Yacoub said that GCC countries sire 
about to draw up a joint strategy for their 
current and future medicine imports. They 
will decide which medicines will be totally 
manufactured locally, which ones wiD be par- 
tially imported and which ones will not be 
produced at all by tbe two would-be factories. 
Such a strategy and file one regarding collec- 
tive purchases of medicines and medical 
equipment from foreign- exporters wiB be 
made public by the area’s health ministers at 
their next meeting.

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ubarak urges Reagan 
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CAIRO, Sept. 26 (A P) — President Hosni 
Mubarak told President Ronald Reagan on 
Sunday that Egypt was disappointed by the 
recent setbacks to Middle East peace .and 
called on the United States to give new 
impetus to the process. In a telegram to the 
US. president, Mubarak affirmed Egypt's 
desire “to continue the peace process in 
which your country has joined us.” 

But he added that '"recent events?’. — pre- 
sumably Lebanon — ‘"affected that march 
negatively.” 

Mubarak said the Egyptians were looking 
to the United States to play ‘"an effective and 
active role" in efforts to solve the Middle 
East crisis and find "a lasting solution to the 
cause of the Palestinian people.” Mubarak’s 
message was in response tq a note from 
Reagan congratulating the Egyptians on Eid 
A1 Adha. 

Texts of both messages were distributed by 
the Egyptian government’s Middle East 
News Agency. In his message, Reagan said 
the United States would continue to coope- 
rate with the Egyptian government in “new 
efforts to achieve peace in the region.” 

The exchange of messages comes amid 
severe strains in relations betwee n Egypt and 
Israel and new efforts by Cairo to mend 


political fences with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. Last week Mubarak recalled 
his ambassador from Israel, SaadMurtada, in . 
protest over the Israeli occupation of Beirut 
and the slaughter of Palestinian refugees. 

In Washington meanwhile, a senior U.S. 
official says Arab interest in Resident 
Reagan’s Mideast peace (dan remains high 
despite anguish over the "'inflammatory and 
embittering” events in Beirut, including the 
massacre of Palestinians. 

""I think it shows that there is a tremendous, 
vitality to these ideas," said the official, who 
asked to be identified only as having senior 
rank in the administration and State Depart- 
ment. The official said it is” entirely possible” 
that Jordan may eventually join peace 
negotiations aimed at giving self-government 
to the Palestinians in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip following an Israeli withdrawal 
from the territories. 

In a meeting with reporters Friday, the 
official said Israers move jnt6 West Beirut 
following the assassination of Bashir 
Gem aye! and the subsequent massacre in 
Palestinian refugee .camps did not divert 
attention from Reagan's peace initiative. 

"The president's initiative ... is very much 
alive and very much on people's minds,” said

Arafat may visit Cairo next month 

Egypt said seeking to mend fences with PLO 


CAIRO, Sept. 26 (AP) — With nor- 
malization of relations with Israel at a stand- 
still, Egypt is reported stepping up move.' 
toward a reconciliation with the Palestine 
. liberation Organization. Following a series 
of publicized meetings between Egyptian and 
PLO officials, the influential newsma gazine 
October reports the government of President 
Hosni Mubarak is trying to arrange a visit to 
Cairo by PLO chief Yasser Arafat 

The* magazine said in its current issue that 
the Egyptians have suggested Arafat could 
visit either Thursday, at the close of Eid A1 
Adha or during the last week in October. It 
would be Arafat's first visit to Egypt since the 
Arab League states decided in November 
1 97 8 'to suspend ties to Cairo because of Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat’s peace efforts with Israel. 

Egyptian and local PLO officials were not 
.immediately available to confirm the report. 
Last week. Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan 
AJi said a visit by Arafat could “not be ruled 
out." 

Ali denied rumors that Egypt was trying to 


arrange a three-way summit with the PLO 
and Jordan to map a joint strategy for the 
Middle East in wake of the Lebanon crisis. 
President Reagan, in his recently announced 
Middle East peace initiative, said the Pales- 
tinians. hi occupied Arab territory should be 
allowed self-government in association with 
Jordan. 

Jordan's King Hussein has made several 
positive statements about the Reagan plan 
since the president outlined it Sept 1 and 
administration officials in Washington have 
said they are optimistic be will get support 
from the Palestinians and the Arab world for 
entering negotiations. 

In Tel Aviv, Israeli officials reacted 
carefully to the report of a possible Arafat 
visit to Egypt. Some Israelis feared that the 
return of the Sinai peninsula to Egypt last 
April might lead to a rapprochement bet- 
ween the Egyptians, the PLO and hard-line 
Arab states. 

‘‘It depends on what kind of meeting there 
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would be,” an Israeli Foreign Ministry 
official told the Associated Press. “ We would 
have to review Egypt’s commitment” to the 
peace process. 

Although they were unable to confirm the 
magazine report, some Western diplomats 
said it appeared possible in light of Egypt’s 
recent -contacts with the PLO following the 
June 6 Israeli invasion of Lebanon; 

Arafat, who denounced Sadat as a traitor 
for his ""separate peace” with Israel, warmly 
thanked Mubarak for recalling Egypt’s 
ambassador to Israel last Monday in protest 
over events in Lebanon. 

The PLO chief, who was graduated from 
Cairo University and once served in the 
Egyptian Army, included Mubarak on the list 
of government leaders to whom be appealed 
for help to prevent more massacres of Pales- 
tinian civilians in' West Beirut. Relations 
between the Egyptians and the PLO began 
wanning shortly after the Israelis moved into 
southern Lebanon. 


Israeli troops 
ransack flats 
in West Beirut

BEIRUT, Sept. 26 (AFP) - Some 
Israeli soldiers now leaving West Beirut 
are going home richer men than when they 
came ■— and not just m experience. 
Several flats in a modern apartment com- 
plex near West Beirut’s Hamra business 
district were ransacked on Friday, 
including the home of this correspondent 
and the only people who had access were 
Israeli troops. 

Since occupying West Beirut, the Israeli 
Army has been installed inside the com- 
plex, a residential area normally housing 
only families. Numerous troops have 
permanently occupied the small courtyard 
giving access to the ransacked flats. 

On Friday morning the doors of at least 
three studio apartments, including my 
own, were smashed in. A large radio set, a 
tape recorder, cassettes, French money 
and clothes bad disappeared, while other 
objects belonging to Age nee France- 
Presse were scattered on the floor. 

An Israeli officer invited up to view the 
damage promised an investigation to find 
those responsible. ** There are some bad 
elements but they don't represent the 
whole Israeli Army," he said. 

Upon returning home on Saturday, 1 
found Israeli soldiers and civilians sitting 
in armchairs in a neighboring flat whose 
door had been forced. 

In another meeting with the Israeli 
officer I was promised that all the soldiers' 
packs would be checked before the troops 
left Sunday morning. However, the prom- 
ise was not met Sunday. What is more, a 
television set which was still in the AFP 
flat Saturday bad disappeared along with 
the Israeli troops. 

Private cars, including the AFP car, 
parked in the underground carpark of the 
complex were also broken into during the 
Israeli occupation. Windows ,were 
smashed and radios and cassettes stolen 
from the vehicles. 

Significantly, during the siege of Beirut 
when scores of destitute refugee families 
spent several weeks in this area to escape 
the Israeli bombing, no such incidents 
, occurred. . 


Gemayel to address U.N. Assembly 


BEIRUT, Sept. 26 (AFP) - New 
Lebanese President Amin Gemayel will 
speak at the next session of the United 
Nations General Assembly, the central 
Information Agency, a private news service, 
said here Sunday. 

The agency, citing diplomatic sources here, 
said Gemayel would plead "‘Lebanon’s 
cause” before the world body on Oct. 7. 

After the U.N., the agency said, the 


, Lebanese president plans to proceed to 
Washington for talks with United States Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan and members of his 
administration. 

While en route home to Lebanon, the 
report added, Gemayel plans a stopover in 
Paris for talks with French President Francois 
Mitterrand and a trip to the Vatican for an 
audience with Pope John Paul II. 


Land mine kills four U.N. observers 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (Agencies) - 
Four United Nations military observers, two 
of them U.S. majors, were killed Saturday 
when their jeep drove over a land mine east 
of Beirut, a Pentagon spokesman said. The 
spokesman, who identified the other two 
U.N. observers as Irish and Finnish, said the 
accident happened 15 kilometers east of 
Beirut. 

He declined to identify the victims until 
relatives had been notified. 

A U.N. spokesman in Tel Aviv said the 
four officers, who were unarmed, were part 


of a detachment which was recently reinfor- 
ced at the request of the Security Council 
following the massacre of Palestinian 
civilians in Beirut refugee camps last week. 

At the White House, President Ronald 
Reagan was posing for pictures at a black-tie 
reception when reporters asked him his reac- 
tion to the deaths. He said he felt ** great 
regret, *' but added, “ They were not in any 
way connected with the multinational force ” 
of U.S. Marines and French and Italian 
troops poised to enter Beirut. 


Rightist militia denies role in carnage 


BEIRUT, Sept. 26 (R) — The main 
Lebanese rightist militia, the “ Lebanese for- 
ce^’, has denied news reports from Israel 
naming several of its officers as having been 
involved in the massacre of Palestinian 
civilians last week. 

The "Lebanese forces”, dominated by the 
militia of the Pbalangist Party, said they 
"'issue once again a categorical denial of all 
information regarding names or tendentious 
accusations launched against them.” 

Saturday’s statement repeated an earlier 
denial that any members of the "Lebanese 
forces” had been present in the Palestinian 
refugee camps or had taken part in what it 
called "these tragic events”. 

The question of the involvement of Jbe 
" Lebanese forced' in tbe massacres in Shatila 


and Sabra camps is politically explosive in 
Lebanon because the Phalangists are the 
party of the new President Amin Gemayel. 

Sources in the rightist militia said the 
names mentioned in news reports from Israel 
were those of officers well known to be 
highly- placed in the “Lebanese forced’ sec- 
urity services. 

Earlier Saturday, informed sources said 
tbe “Lebanese forces” had started an inves- 
tigation into the massacres with the aim of 
finding out exactly who carried them out. 
While the massacres were taking place, cor- 
respondents saw men in the uniform of the 
“Lebanese forces” and of the Phalangists 
outside the refugee camps. The men said they 
were part of an operation to comb the camps 
for Palestinian commandos.

Kulikov sees 
great danger 

VIENNA. Sept. 26 (R) — Soviet Marshal 
Viktor Kulikov, head of the Warsaw Pact’s 
armed forces, said in an interview published 
at the start of massive East bloc maneuvers 
that the world faces the most dangerous situa- 
tion since World War II. 

Marshal Kulikov, quoted by the Bulgarian 
Communist Party official newspaper Robot - 
nicheskoDelo, also said the United States saw 
the threat of a new war as a basic means of 
achieving its ‘ hegemonic aims.” 

Earlier this week, the official Bulgarian 
news agency BTA said 60.000 troops would 
take part in Warsaw Pact maneuvers, 
codenamed “Shield 82”. in Bulgaria and the 
Black Sea under the command of Bulgarian 
National Defense Minister Dnbri Dzhurov. 

“Never before in the years following 
World War II has the situation been so seri- 
ous and dangerous.” BTA quoted Marshal 
Kulikov as telling the paper. The military 
power of NATO and the Warsaw Pact coun- 
tries were relatively balanced and NATO did 
not lag behind in military strength as it 
claimed, he said. 

The Warsaw Pact countries never had and 
never would have any intentions of creating 
the potential for the fust nuclear strike, he 
was quoted as saying. The Warsaw treaty 
guaranteed the preservation of peace, he 
added. 

The Yugoslav news agency Tanjug quoted 
Bulgarian Gen. Kiral Kosev as saying: “The 
maneuvers arc our internal thing, not 
directed against anybody, and we do not want 
to threaten anybody with our maneuvers."

The Home Office confirmed that two 
psychiatrists had interviewed Sutcliffe, 36, in ‘ 
Parkhurst Prison on the Isle of Wight where 
he is serving a life sentence, but a spokesman 
said no decision has been reached on his men- 
tal state or the transfer. 

An editorial in The Son, one of London s 
tabloid newspapers, said the decision to move 
Sutcliffe to the top security Broadmoor Hos- 
pital in Berkshire would be “an official kind 
of madness.”

Mammoth skull unearthed 


BES ANCON. Eastern France. Sept. 26 
(AFP) — A 400.000-year-old mammoth 
skull has been unearthed in a crevasse in 
these eastern hills by a team of amateur 
paleontologists, scientific sources reported. 

The skull is one-meter long by 70- 
centimetres wide and weighs around 120 
kilos . The mammoth, (elephas trogontherii) 
was one of the largest animals of Europe, and 
weighed twice as much as elephants today. 

judging by the state of its molars, the 
mammoth was about 25 years old at the time 
of its death. Patrick Paupe, leader of the 


team.which is attached to Besancon Faculty 
of Science, said. He said that.lo the best of his 
knowledge, the discovery was unique in 
France. 

When the skull is completely unearthed, 
studies of microfauna (tiny animal life) on the 
mammoth’s molars will permit scientists to 
date its death to within 15.000 to 20,000 
years. In May 1980. a mammoth tusk over 
two-meters long was discovered in the same 
region, close to borders of Switzerland. 
Rhinoceros, wolf, bear and hyena fossils were 
found close by. 


American killer of 13 surrenders 


WILKES-BARRE. Pennsylvania. Sept. 
26 (AP) — A prison guard who went on a 
shooting rampage in two communities Satur- 
day. killing seven children and six adults sur- 
rendered to police who had surrounded him 
in a vacant house, officials said. 

Five of the viedms apparently were his own 
children, and all the others except for two 
men were either related or known to him. 
police said. One man was critically wounded ' 
in the attack on two homes in Wilkes-Barre 
and nearby Jenkins township. Two boys 
managed to escape unharmed. 

The gunman, identified as 40-year-old 
George Banks, had once served time for 
attempted robbery. Banks told three police 
officer friends, “don’t shoot.” as he surren- 
dered after a seven-hour standoff. Dressed in 
dive- drab military-style overalls and a 
fatigue cap. banks handed a rifle out of a 
window of a vacant house where he had been 
holed up since since dawn. 

“It’s like something out of horror movie.” 
said Luzerne County District Attorney 
Robert Gillespie.Police said the motive was 
in doubt, but Wilkes-Barre Mayor Thomas 
McLaughlin said police were looking into 


reports the shooting may ahve been promp- 
ted by a child custody dispute. 

Joseph Shaver, chief deputy coroner for 
Luzerne county, said all the victims appar- 
ently “were interrelated" to the suspect, 
except for two men. 

Seven children ranging in age from 1 to 1 1 
and six adults, five of them women, died of 
multiple gunshot wounds to the head and - 
body at the residences about five miles apart. 
A spokesman at the state prison at Cami Hill 
said Banks had been employed as a tower 
guard, and had been on vacation since Sept. 2. 


Hundreds watch 
volcano eruption 

OAHU, Hawaii, Sept. 26 (AP) — Kflauea 
volcano erupted Saturday night, with foun- 
taimng lava forming a “curtain of fire” along 
a kilometer-long crack in the floor of the 
volcano's summit Caldera, scientists 
reported.! 

The eruption occurred at 6:44 p.m. (0444 
GMT Sunday) near the site of an eruption 
April 30 that lasted less than 24 hours. The 
activity is in the vast lava wasteland in the 
crater floor, away from any structures and 
does not pose any threat to any property. 

Hundreds of visitors lined the rim of the 
crater to watch the spectacular show of glow- 
ing yellow and red lava fountain to heights of 
30 to 40 feet along the growing crack that 
opened up. 

Kilauea is located on the island of Hawaii, 
about 200 miles southeast of Oahu, where 
Honolula is located. There was very little 
warning that an eruption was imminent, 
according to Reggie Okamura, the assistant 
scientist-in-charge of the volcano observat- 
ory. There was a series of mini-earthquakes 
and the summit ared swelled about two hours 
before the eruption, he said. -

Nepal sacks 
corrupt aides 

KATMANDU. Sept. 26 (AFP) — The 
Nepalese government has purged at least 22 
senior civil servants in an apparent attempt io 
check corruption following a disturbing 
report by the auditor general, h was officially, 
announced. 

The auditor generaTs annual report pre- 
sented to the National Panchayat (par- 
liament) had revealed embezzlement of 
government funds amounting ro more than 
600 million 'rupees (S46 million) during- the 
last 12 months (198U82 July fiscal year). 

The report blamed the loses on adminis- 
trative' negligence and attempts to amass per- 
sonal fortunes at public cost. Among those to 
lose their positions were the secretary for 
transport and public works, Gy an Prasad 
Shanna, and 14 senior- officials from two 
minis tries. 

Prime Minister Suiya Bahadur Thapa had 
lately been the object of sharp criticism for 
his fail ure to control ad minis trative corrup- 
tion. He was also under pressure to make the 
administration more people-oriented mid 
efficient in the process of gearing up the 
country’s economic planning. 

Sources close to the Ministry of General 
Administration said that the government was 
planning to edge out the corrupt and inef- 
ficient rank and ffle administrators. 

Since 1973, civil servants in Nepal have ' 
had an eight-year term of assignment to sec- 
retarial posts. Several technical personnel . 
had been promoted to secretarial posts in the 
finance, water and power, public works and 
transport ministries. A number of them were 
found to have been involved in corruption 
during the 1980 national referendum and 
1981 general election. ' 

Among those dismissed from government 
service were six senior officials from the 
Forestry Ministry and eight from the Ministry 
of Genera] Administration. Also sacked were 
chief district officers, medical doctors, land 
reform officers, and the chief of the setni- 
govemmental corporations. ' 

China denies report 

PEKING. Sept. 26 (AP) — The Chinese 
Foreign Ministry Saturday denied a New York 
Tima report that China may have sold 
uranium to South Africa and called the story - 
“sheer fabrication." The Foreign Ministry, in - 
answer to reporters' questions, said: “It has 
recently been reported by The New York 
• Times that China has sold low-grade enriched 
uranium to South Africa and other countries. 
This report is sheer fabrication.” 

Reports from Washington last week said 
the U.S. State Department has decided to 
suspend Sino-U.S. negotiations on a nuc- 
lear cooperation pact The story by The New 
York Times and others said intelligence 
reports suggested China helped Pakistan and 
other nations trying to develop nuclear

INDIA AND SUPERPOWERS 


Indian Prime Minister Mrs. Indira Gandhi recently 
visited the United States to foster her country s political 
.and trade relations with it. This week she was in the 
Soviet Union regulating her political and trade relations 
with that power. 

Mrs. Gandhf s country is counted as a friend of the 
USSR in Asia, owing to her outstanding disputes with 
China and Pakistan, though India disturbed the Soviets 
when it declared that the presence of Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan was illegal. 

India is considered as not so cordial toward the 
United States for a variety of reasons, foremost among 
which that Washington finds it too leaning toward the 
Soviets. The latest among such reasons is the nuclear 
affair. 

The point is that India has not signed the treaty on the 
non-proliferation of nuclear weaptins, because of what 
she sees is going on in China and Pakistan in this field. At 
the same time, the United States refused to supply India 
with nuclear fuel for its reactors, which gave France a 
chance to gain that market. 

Now India will obtain a Soviet nuclear reactor and will 
set it up near Calcutta. The main reason for this Indian 
interest in nuclear power is that the country wishes to 
offset its gas and oil shortage. 

That’s what Washington knows and does not want to 
talk about, and that’s also what Moscow welcomes 
because this situation reinforces its influence on Zndian 
policy. 



Moscow seeking to play role in Middle East peace

MOSCOW - 

The protracted crisis in Lebanon has given the 
Soviet Union a fine opportunity for attacking Israel 
and the United States but has not yet increased 
Soviet prospects for playing the greater role it 
covets in the Middle East The Soviet government 
has adopted as a premise of its policy American 
responsibility for Jsraers action. President Brezh- 
nev last week declared that the Americans had 
•‘cast Lebanon unde r Isra els feet." 

• A senior CommuncsTparty official and Middle 
East expert, writing in the latest issue of USA, the 
journal of MoscoWHrmfluential Institute of the 
USA and Canada, has explained the logic behind 
this accusation- “ Although the nature of the Begin 
government explains much of Israeli behavior," be 
writes, “the global direction of American policy 
toward confrontation has obviously played a more 
essential role in the formation of the Israeli leader- 
ship policy.” 

The Israelis have found in President Reagan's 
“hard-line” both a “source of inspiration” and a 
“model to be imitated.” 

This approach has allowed the Soviet govern- 
ment to brush aside the present complexity of 
Israeli- American relations as unimportant. It has 
obvious propaganda advantages but it also reflects 
the Soviet reluctance to allow America any credit 
while it itself is kept on the side-lines of Middle 
Eastern diplomacy. The sense of being barred from 
“an exclusive club we can’t join,” as Soviet officials 
have often put it m tbe past, rankles very deep. 

Moreover suspicions of the Reagan adminis- 


tration's global intentions have inevitably 
enco urged the Soviet Union to look for traps in 
President Reagan's latest plan. One Soviet Middle 
East expert suggested that the American plan’s call 
for a halt to Israeli settlements os the West Bank 
did not preclude an increase in the Israeli 
population there.. He argued that the plan would 
allow the Israelis to increase tbe sire of existing 
settlements with American connivance and that this 
would serve Israel's purpose just as well as setting 
up new ones. 

The Soviet Union's absence from the present 
, daily round of Middle East negotiations allows the 
Brezhnev plan announced last week to put forward 
an — from Moscow’s point of view — ideal solution 
without any practical guide to bow it might be 
achieved. The plan, it should be noted, is extremely 
explicit on Israel's right to exist, within of course its 
1967 borders, including international guarantees. 

There is no suggestion in tbe Brezhnev plan of 
bow Israel might be persuaded to accept a Pales- 
tinian state on the West Bank. But, of more interest 
for the immediate future, tbe plan also avoids the 
problem of bow the Arab states are to be persuaded 
to act effectively and in unison. This goes to the 
heart of Soviet uncertainty about the future of tbe 
Middle East and the Soviet role there. 

Twice last week Brezhnev referred to the Arabs’ 
lack of unity. At a banquet for tbe South Yemeni 
leader Aii Nasser Muhammad be remarked: “I par- 
ticularly want to say that in the present situation the 
unity of Arab states in the struggle with the Israeli 
aggressors is important as never before. The Arabs 
need unity tike air, tike water.” 

Moscow is unhappily aware of bow much Arab 


disunity helped Israel in carrying out the Lebanese 
Invasion. The writer in USA spelled this out very 
plainly. “The extremely weak resistance from the 
Arab world, a certain passivity in many Arab stales 
during tbe days that were so dismal ic for this world, 
the absence of unity among them” all made Israefs 
task easier than it should have been. 

Yet one can detect little optimism here about any 
transformation of tbe Arab scene. The truth is that 
it presents Soviet policy with extraordinarily dif- 
ficult material upon which to work. Moscow’s only 
reliable Arab partner is South Yemen, scarcely a 
giant of the Arab world. 

According to Soviet- analysis the other Arab 
states all fall into categories that leave much to be 
desired, especially the so-called “progressive, 
revolutionary democratic” countries tike Syria and 
Libya. But the latter’s eccentric — in tbe Soviet 
view — performance explains why these two are 
treated with caution. Col. QaddafTs refusal to 
attend tbe Arab summit in Fez won him no friends 
in Moscow. 

Tbe Middle East crisis also presents tbe Soviet 
leadership with a problem of domestic opinion. 
There is no doubt that Soviet citizens who follow 
foreign affairs are inclined to ask themselves why, 
after so much military aid, the Arabs still perform 
poorly against Israel. 

The official reaction is to stress the resistance 
shown by the Palestinian commandos in Lebanon 
and above all Yasser Arafat's personal courage and 
political skill. But what about the Syrians? It is 
certainly not tbe fault of Soviet weapons, one Soviet 
explanation goes, but rather a matter of how they 
are used — scarcely an entirely encouraging ana- 


Egypt-Israel honeymoon is over

CAIRO - 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak has squarely 
blamed Israel for the massacre of Palestinian 
refugees in Beirut, bringing already cool relations 
between tbe two countries to a new low. At tbe 
same time, Egypt’s criticism of Israel has brought 
about some rapprochement with other Arab coun- 
tries from wbicb it had become an outcast since 
establishing diplomatic links with Israel, analysts 
here said. 

President Mubarak said in a speech Wednesday 
that Israel was totally responsible for the killings at 
tbe Shatfla and Sabra refugee camps since they took 
place while West Beirut was under occupation by 
tbe Israeli Army. Mubarak was quick to stress 
Egypt’s continued adherence to tbe U.S.-sponsored 
Camp David peace agreement with Israel which led 
to tbe withdrawal of Israeli forces after IS years 
from the Egyptian Sinai desert last April. 

But new strains in relations, worsened by the 
withdrawal of the Egyptian ambassador from Israel 
last Monday, have reduced Egypfs diplomatic 


influence oyer Israel, Western diplomats said. 
Officials here had believed* Egypfs relations with 
Israel could be used as a communications channel 
for the Arab world as a whole. 

Egyptian anger at tbe massacre at tbe Palestinian 
camps has been welcomed by tbe Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO). PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, in a massage to President Mubarak, 
praised Egypfs decision to bring back its ambas- 
sador and analysts here said tbe more Egypt cas- 
tigated Israel the better its chances were of retur- 
ning to the Arab fold. 

Noting that tbe Beirut massacres were being con- 
demned by the whole world, Mubarak said this was a 
time for Arab states to forget their differences. He 
was at pains to' refute claims by tbe Arab world that 
Egypfs 1979 peace treaty with Israel had enabled 
the Zionist state to move its forces easily into 
Lebanon. 

Mubarak said no troops stationed in the Negev * 
on the border with Egypt had been used in the 
Israeli attack on Lebanon. None of Israefs 16 
armored, mechanized and infantry, brigades on the 
frontier were moved, he said. 


With the Israel-Egypt peace process now bogged 
down and normalization of relations between tbe 
two countries coming almost to a halt, formal links 
with Israel have never been worse since they were 
established by the late President Anwar Sadat two 
years ago, a foreign mmistiy official said. 

Apart from ofl purchases which Israel makes 
from Egypt under a peace treaty contract, trade and 
tourism have been reduced almost to nothing. The 
government-controlled press here launches daily 
attacks on Israel and its government. Cartoons, 
articles and editorials compare Israels actions in 
Lebanon to atrocities of the Nazis against European 
Jews. 

The Israeli government, usually quick to protest 
about such press treatment, has so far made no 
official complaint. - 

71k U.S. has been a lesser target of the press 
campaign and an American diplomat, commenting 
ob the state of relations between the two countries, 
said “It seems to me that the honeymoon in 
relations is over. But there is nothing wrong in the 
marriage” (R) 


The Brezhnev plan may be seen as a bid, for the 
benefit of both foreign and domestic opinion, to put 
the Soviet Union back in the Middle Eastern game. 
But the Soviet Union still has only limited influence 
on the other players and it remains above all warv of 
being dragged into a direct confrontation with the 
Americans by its Arab "allies.” (ONS)

Kenya’s coup bid triggers Asians’ exodus

LONDON — 

Eight weeks after it happened, much still 
remains to be revealed about the attempted coup in 
Kenya. But the country’s 81,000 Asians are plan- 
ning their future on tbe basis of one harsh truth: 
they were the prime targets of tbe mob. 

In the six hours of looting and mayhem, Nairobi’s 
Asian shopkeepers suffered the bulk of the damage. 
This has been put at $120 million and the chances of 
redress are nil, since tbe local insurance policies 
exclude claims arising from civil disorder. Losses on 
that scale will take years to recoup — for those who 
decide to stay in Kenya. 

The Press Trust of India news agency has repor- 
ted from Nairobi that the Asians are seriously think- 
ing of migrating to Britain. - the United States, and 
Canada. Their representatives have met the heads 
of diplomatic missions of these countries. Yet many 
of the Asians once wanted to make Kenya a per- 
manent home. Sixty-five percent took out citizen- 
ship. The powerful Ismaili community, encouraged 
by their leader, the Aga Khan, has led the way. 

Anri- Asian feeling in Kenya always erupts during 


periods of economic, political and social crisis, 
while lying -dormant at other times. Tbe Asian? 
conspicuous prosperity, and their strong though 
subtle links with the ruling African class, have made 
them targets of attack in any anti-establishinent 
outburst. 

Their lack of a mass base in African society 
makes them an easy target. Fulminations against 
tbe Asians’ “corrupt” trade practices are always 
part of the litany of rival interests during power 
struggles. 

Hard-pressed governments in East Africa have 
also had recourse to such allegations to win public 
support To the African, whether in or out of power, 
whether a “have", or a" have not”, tbe Asian is the 
typical “have”. The community is a symbol which 
must be broken, either in an expression or 
revolutionary zeal or as a demonstration of populist 
intent 

The fact that the Asians hi Kenya have withstood 
Africanization and have maintained their pre- 
eminence m trade and industry has not gone 
unnoticed. Following the departure of white small 
businessmen, artisans and salaried employees in the 
post-independence period, the Asians became, as a 


group, better off. 

Only 12 percent of Aisan firms in 1973 were 
classified as “small”; in 1965, more than half of 
them were small. Despite repeated Kenyan assaults 
on the Asians domination of business, 36 percent of 
rhem are in tbe wholesale trade and 26 percent in 
retail trade. In 1974, a quarter of their assets were 
in tbe manufacturing sector. 

_ The big Asian bouses like tbe Madvhanis, Mehtas 
and the Chandarias have an become multinationals, 
with headquarters in tax havens such as Bermuda 
and the Channel Islands. As multinationals they are 
welcome in Kenya and accorded all the privileges 
such bodies .enjoy, including a privileged relation- 
ship with the ruling elite. 

The smaller Asian firms contribute to local party 
coffers. They also take on Africans as sleeping part- 
ners or employees in non-crucial — but decorative 
— posts. Every African knows this, and resents it 
deeply. 

So during the August coup attempt, the big Asian 
shops and offices in the center of Nairobi were seen 
as symbols. They bore the brunt of the mob'swrath. 
It is a warning that will surely start an exodus in the 
coming months. (ONS)

U.S.art dealers have high hopes

NEW YORK (AP) — Art auction houses, 
hard-pressed after a disappointing perfor- 
mance last season, are entering the fell with 
predictions of better times and an impressive 
array of objects. 

Among the reasons for their encouraged 
speculation: the recent U.S. stock market 
rally, the easing of interest rates, the 
appearance that the U.S. economy is slowly 
getting better, and the wishes of many uneasy 
foreigners to protect themselves against pos- 
sible civil upheaval. 

“We’re approaching this season with 
cautious optimism ... but with great 
enthusiasm, too,' 1 says Liz Robbins, spokes- 
woman for So the by Parke Be met, the ven- 
erable auction house with branches in 27 
countries. Sotbeby suffered a 30 percent 
decline in U.S. sales last year. Total sales 
were put at $200 million. Sotheby’s fall 
officially opened Sept. 21. 

This year, Sotheby’s will auction off art 
from the estate of artist Pablo Picasso and 
from the collection of the late Henry S. Mor- 
gan, grandson of financier J.P. Morgan. 

Christie's, which ranks second in sales vol- 
ume in the U.S., is highlighting its season with 
a sale of the contents of the Lindens, a stately 
and much-admired home in Washington, 
D.C. A spokeswoman says the house con- 
tains “perhaps the most fabulous collection

of furniture to reach auction in years.” 
Christie’s saw hs U.S. sales slump 15 per- 
cent last year to about SI 06 million. “It 
wasn't a bad season ... There were just no 
great highlights,” says David Bathurst, pres- 
ident of Christie’s U.S. A. “What has hap- 
pened since early 1981 is that the market has 
become much more selective.” 

The highest quality merchandise — 
including art, furniture, jewelry, stamps and 
coins — will always move, he insists. But, 
Bathurst says, “if its not absolutely very, 
very top-drawer, they (buyers) will leave it 
alone." 

It’s the bread-and-butter areas of the 
auction industry, the items ranging from 
not-quite-perfeta to mediocre, that have 
felled to spark the interest of dealers and 
collectors who might once have bought, 
according to BatbursL 

As to the dealers, he says “if the/ re going 
to buy, they want to be damn certain they're 
going to be able to move it.” 

Sales so far this fall have been good. Chris- 
tie’s season-opener, a jewelry auction, was 88 
percent sold. Sotbeby’ s first major auction — 
of U.S. coins belonging to the late S. Hallock 
du Pont — was termed a “spectacular suc- 
cess" with all but one item out of 329 sold. 
The total price tagfoT the sale was $873,037. 

The galleries make their livings by charging 
both buyer and seller up to 10 percent of the 
purchase price of the sale. 



At the William Dolc gaiety in New York, 
spokeswoman Helen Kippax says activity will 
be "very bullish, very hot this season.” 

The 10-year-old Doyle Gallery, a relative 
newcomer to the field (Christie's is in its 
2 1 6th year), boasts about its upcoming sale of 
a painting by the French impressionist 
Camille Pisano. The painting's value is 
estimated at between 5350,000 and 
$450,000 ■ but Miss Kippax says the 

final price could be higher. 

Private dealer Barbara Diwer says the 
auction market appears to be turning back to 
a point where serious collectors are buying 
again. The/ re no longer being (breed into 
bidding against people who were buying for 
the sport of it. 

“ You had people going into the auction 
room for the thrill of the experiment, without 
doing any research, and saying only that I'm 
going to pay a record price for this particular 
item and get my name inTkeNew fork Timet. » 

“There was a period of time when collec- 
ting, and very specifically collecting by pur- 
chasing at auction, became a fashion in this 
counuy in the way jogging had been before 
that, and tennis had been before that." 

One factor likely to play heavily this year, 
says one dealer who asked to remain 
anonymous, is the instability of foreign 
governments. Wealthy foreigners “are run- 
ning scared" and they’re bidding secretly ar 
auction, the dealer says.

ACTION: On nervous system and normal digestion. Healthy skin, 
eyes, hair. Are water soluble and must be replaced daily. 

B-l THIAMINE SOURCE: As above. ACTION: Healthy ner- 
vous system. 

B-2 RIBOFLAVIN SOURCE: As above. ACTION: Good vis- 
ion, healthy skin, energy. 

B-6 SOURCE: Bananas, whole grain, leafy vegetables, liver. 
ACTION: As above. 

B-12 SOURCE: Meat and dairy products. ACTION: Develop- 
ment and proper function of red blood cells. 

NIACIN SOURCE: Pbultry, fish, peanuts. ACTION: Healthy 
.nervous system and digestion. 


FOLIC ACID SOURCE: Liver, Brewer's yeast, green leafy veg- 
etables. ACTION: Healthy nervous system and digestion. 

VITAMIN C SOURCE: Citrus fruits and juices, tomatoes, green 
peppers, strawberries. ACTION: Strengthens blood capillaries.

Cruise to Egypt from Jeddah in 36 hours

JEDDAH — Cruising up the Red Sea from 
Jeddah Port to Egypt offers 32 hours of 
relaxation and invigorating sea breezes plus a 
healthy saving on the air fare of SR1.2UU 
economy class. 

The Star Navigation cruise ship Sindibad 
sails every five days to Port Suez from Jed- 
dah. The 32-hours journey involves two 
nights aboard, and the price without food 
ranges from first class with air conditioned 
cabins at S480 to fifth class (a reclining seat 
on deck) at SR25Q, one-way fere. 

The kitchen staff of 20 bake bread and 
cakes, and there is a choice between a self- 
service cafeteria or five-star meals in the 
restaurant. Although you get different 
accommodation according to the price you 
pay. there is no segregation between classes 
in the public sections of the ship. 

The Sindibad is an ex-Mediterranean 
cruise ship built in 1972, and was bought by 
Star Navigation in 1982. The captain and 
some of the crew have made the move with 
the ship. 

A thousand passengers and 300 cars can be 
accommodated on this Ro-Ro (Roll-on. 
Roll-off) ship. Price for shipping a small car 
to Suez is SR900. Arrangements can also be 
made to ship your car from Alexandria to 
Ancona in Italy for an extra SRI 200, and 
documents can be provided giving customs 
clearance throughout Europe. 


There is no excess luggage charge, apart 
from electrical equipment such as fridges 
(SR100) and TV sets (SR50), so tbe route is 
popular with returning workers laden down 
with possessions. 

The ship also travels from Suez to Aquaba. 
Two million Egyptians work in Iraq, and the 
sea route to Aquaba and a bus to Baghdad is 
about a third the cost of plane travel. 

In November this year a monthly cruise 
starts, lasting seven days. This takes in Cairo, 
the Pyramids and Sphinx. Aswan, Luxor, 
Alexandria, Aquaba and Bahra, and includes 
meals and three nights in the Sheraton and 
Holiday Inn hotels at various pom of calL 


There will be an orchestra and entertain- 
ment, and the cost is SRI ,5 000 fuD board. 

The SiruBbad has recently been busy fer- 
rying Hajj pilgrims from Egypt to Jeddah and 
Yanbu. those deposited at Yanbu being col- 
lected at Jeddah and vice versa. 

The 9.000-ton ship cost $5 million, a frac- 
tion of the cost of a new cruise liner, and is 
owned by Abbar and Zainy who also con- 
struct oil refineries, own several oil tankers 
provide bunkering serv ices in Jeddah Islamic 
Port, and have extensive food and cold store 
interests. The ship is supplied with fuel and 
provisions “in house.” which perhaps 
explains its keen prices. 


Record spending by visitors to U.K. 


LONDON (LPS) — Overseas visitors 
spent a record 3.850 million pounds, in 
Britain last year. The number of tourists at 
1 1.5 million was a decrease but the situation 
has been improving in the first six months of 
this year with a two percent increase. 

Sir Henry Marking, chairman of the British 
Tourist Authority, said that the earnings 
figure was a rise of 100 million pounds or 
three percent over the previous year. He was 
speaking at a London conference to mark the 
publication of the authority’s annual report. 

Foreign currency earnings were greater 
than those for sea transport, banking, civil 
aviation and insurance, he added. 

In 1981, Britain maintained its share of 


international tourism in a worki market 
which, for the first time for many years, 
showed no growth and there were 'signs of 
protectionist measures, says the report. 

The tourist trade employs, directly and 
indirectly, nearly 1.500,000 people and the 
industry has stimulated massive investment 
throughout the country in transport, accom- 
modation, sports, the arts and amenities. The 
authority spent 7 million pounds last year 
promoting Britain as a tourist attraction in 
other countries. 

Visitors from the U.S. form rhe largest 
single national group. About a third of vis- 
itors are from the Middle East, Africa and the 
FarEasr.

U.K.set to launch futures mart to woo alien 


LONDON, Sept. 26 (R) — London adds 
another string to Its financial bow this week 
when it launches a futures market which will 
allow money to be traded like a commodity. 

The London Financial Futures Exchange 
(LIFFE). on which currencies and interest 
rate contracts can be bought and sold for 
delivery at a future date, opens its doors for 
business on Thursday. 

Backers of the new venture, which will be 
housed in the 400-year-old Royal Exchange 
Building close to the Bank of England in the 
heart of London's financial district, hope the 
market wiUjgive a further boost to the ear- 
nings and prestige of London as the world's 
leading financial center. 

Although futures trading is a well- 
established practice on the world’s com- 
modity markets, particularly in Chicago, 
LIFFE will be the first financial futures mar- 
ket in Europe. 

A futures contract allows a trader.to buy or 
-sell a commodity for a set price at a specified 
date in the future. As a result he can 'hedge' 
or protect himself, against raarket_ 
; movements, or else seek to make a profit by 
dealing on which way the market will go. 

London takes its cue from Chicago where 
the International Monetary Market (IMM) 


began trading financial futures in 1972. 

The volatility of currency values and 
interest rates in the past decade, creating the 
need for a protective mechanism, has boosted 
the Chicago market to the point where it now 
handles several billion dollars of currency 
contracts each day. 

Initially there will be two contracts offered 
for trading in London — a three-month 
interest rate contract in Eurodollars, which 
are dollars deposited outside the U.S. bank- 
ing system, and a sterling' dollar currency 
contract. 

For the exchange’s chief executive, 
Michael Enkins, the new market should 
further increase the contribution of London's 
financial .district to Britain's balance of 
payments. 

Last year foreign earnings by the city, the 
square mile financial heartland of the capital, 
rose more than 50 percent to 3.4 billion ster- 
ling ($5.8 billion), largely as a result of 
soaring earnings from the international bank- 
ing sectors’ dealings on the Eurodollar mar- 
ket. 

Given London's standing as a major finan- 
cial center, the new market is a natural 
development and the Eurodollar contract is 
‘tailor- made”, Jenkins said. 


These factors together with London’s time 
advantage should ensure the success of the 
new venture, Jenkins added. London's 
position straddling the Ease" West time zones 
means it is able to do business both with the 
Far East and the United States in the course 
of a trading day. 

One of the reasons why financial futures 
trading in New York, which was begun in 
1980. has not proved very successful is that 
the time difference with Chicago is only one 
hour, so the two markets are in direct com- 
petition. Jenkins said. 


The exchange has 273 members who will 
each have paid up to 30,00 sterling ($51 ,000) 
for the opportunity to trade on the new mar- 
ket. But skeptics argue that the face-to-face 
dealing system, whereby buyere and sellers 
are grouped in a "pit” to simply shout our 
their requirements, could cause problems for 
London traders accustomed to a more sober 
style of business. 


Another doubt raised against the London 
market is whether it will attract sufficient 
speculative money to function. For those 
seeking to "hedge’’ there most be someone 
willing to deal in futures.

CAIRO, Sept. 26 (R) — Foreign com- 
panies considering investment in Egypt have 
been told they can now have majority control 
over joint ventures and have been promised 
firm decisions on their investment proposals 
within 60 days of making an offer to Egypt. 

The guarantees are contained in a new 
code of regulations announced at the 
weekend by Egypt? s newly-appointed minis- 
ter of investment, Wagih Shindi, and aimed at 
attracting more foreign capital and 
eliminating bureaucratic delays. 

Shindi. who was appointed to the new port- 
folio earlier this month after President Hosni 
Mubarak, sacked the economic ministerial 
group, told a weekend press conference : 
•• The foreign investment offers submitted to 
Egypt this year were far less than... h received 
in 1981." 

The minister, who left for Washington 
Sunday to explain the sew regulations, 
declined to say how much less foreign capital 
was offered, but be said the investment slow- 
down and worsened since the assassination of 
President Anwar Sadat last October.

(51. 000) per month. 

Last year he earned 19 million yen (S 
76.000) in pre-tax profit. And he remains 
confident about his future. “In a couple of 
years, smaller and weaker factories will go 
and only a few of us will survive," he explains . 
“Though my factory is small, I am strong 
because I operate on much smaller expenses 
than anybody else."

COLOMBO, Sept. 26 (AP) — Communist

Tin export curbs may stay 


LONDON, Sept. 26 (AFP) — Strict export 
controls on world tin producers are expected 
to be continued at "around present levels?' by 
the International Tin Council at next week's 
London meeting, delegate sources have said. 

In four days of talks, starting Tuesday, the 
individual quotas of the six producers con- 
cerned may be altered to accommodate the 
flow of supplies from certain mines, these 
sources said. 

But the total permissible export volume of 
23,200 tons — representing a 36 percent cut 
in normal shipments — as decided for the 
third quarter, is unlikely to be changed to any 
great extent. 

Malaysia, the world’s largest producer, is 
known to want an increase in its allotment of 
9,473 tons. But whether Indonesia (with an 
export limit of 5,795 tons in the third quar- 
ter), Thailand (5,044 tons), Australia (2.1 25 
tons) Nigeria (401 tons) or Zaire (362 tons) 
wiU agree to reductions in their quotas will be 
a matter of some contention. 


In order to obtain a more even flow' of 
metal onto the markets, the principle of 
monthly export tonnages has been accepted 
by most mining companies, although there 
has been a severe shortage of tin in Penang, 
Malaysia, these last few days. 

Export controls need to be extended as an 
essential "back- up" to efforts by the councils 
buffer stock manager to support the market 
and keep prices above the floor level of the 
international agreement, the sources said, 
adding: “we are not out of the wood yet". 

Pieter de Koning, the buffer stock man- 
ager, has been "very busy" of late, par- 
ticularly in Penang, where he was“often" the 
sole buyer, trade sources reported. The buf- 
fer stock account win therefore be examined 
closely.

This deal occurred in the 
1981 Open Pair championship 
conducted annually by the 
American Contract Bridge 
League. 

When Harold iiii« and 
David Berkowitz were North- 
South, they got to seven hearts 
on the sequence shown. The 
bidding was highly artificial, 
but they must have known 
-what they were doing since 
they undertook a grand slam 
with only 27 high-card points 
and made it. 

South’s dub bid was ar- 


tificial: it announced at least 
16 high-card points. North’s 
two . dub response showed a 
genuine dub suit and at least 9 
high-card points. Two hearts 
was natural and asked partner 
about heart support. Two 
notrump denied the ace, king 
or queen of hearts. 

North's three spade bid in- 
dicated the ace of spades as 
well as secondary heart sup- 
port. Four diamonds and five 
dubs each showed first-round 
control in those suits; five 
spades and six diamonds in- 
dicated second-round control 
of those suits. That was all 
Berkowitz needed to know and 
be bid seven hearts. 

The contract would have 
been laydown without a trump 
lead, since declarer could ruff 
three diamonds in dummy to 
produce 13 tricks. But with the 
trump lead declarer had to 
play carefully to make the 
grand slam. 

Berkowitz won the heart 
lead in dummy, cashed the 
ace of clubs, ruffed a club, 
cashed the ace of diamonds, 
ruffed a diamond, next ruffed 
a club, a diamond and another 
dub, establishing the dub 
nine as a trick. After drawing 
trumps, he easily won the rest 
of the tricks. He thus scored 
2,210 points, which is a lot of 
points in any league. Even- 
tually it turned out that 
Berkowitz and Ulie were the 
wily pair that bid the grand 
slam.

India, Soviet Union 
express ‘concern’ 
over Afghan conflict 


MOSCOW, Sept 26 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union and India, in a joint communique 
released at the conclusion of Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi's visit on Sunday, expressed 
“serious concern” over the continued conflict 
in Afghanistan. 

“The two sides express serious concern 
over the continuation of the hotbeds of ten- 
sion in Southwest Asia and reaffirm their 
conviction that the problems of the region 
demand peaceful political solutions paying 
full respect to the independence, sovereignty, 
territorial integrity and nonaligned status of

Berlin Wall^ 
along border 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, SepL 26 (AP) 
— The Soviet-backed Marxist regime in 
‘ Afgh anistan is optimistic that a political 
solution will be obtained with Pakistan on 
the withdrawal of Soviet troops, but con- 
siders erecting an Afghan “Berlin Wall" 
along the Pakistani border, according to 
newspaper reports here. 

Swedish national daily Sveaska Dagb - 
ladet ’j Kabul correspondent Anna Maria 
Lantz wrote Sunday that the Afghan Bab- 
rak Karma l regime was prepared to accept 
the Pakistani demand that the Soviet 
troops withdraw from Afghan territory 
according to a worked-out rime schedule. 
Lantz. quo ted reliable sources in KabuL 

Last week a member of the Kabul 
regime in an interview with the indepen-; 
dent conservative newspaper's corres- 
pondent was quoted as saying that 
Afghanistan considers erecting a “Berlin 
Waff’ along the 2,'100-kilometeT Pakis- 
tani border and that several delegations 
were sent to East Germany to study their 
“special security systems?’. 

Anahita Ratebzad, Politburo member 
and one of President Babrak KarmaTs 
closest aides, was quoted as saying that a 
detailed plan had been worked out to sys- 
tematically seal off the Pakistani border 
with barbed wire, mines and armed check 
points, thereby shutting out “counter- 
revolutionary rebels” based in Pakistan. 

The information from Ratebzad, sole 
woman in the Kabul regime and the first 
female physician in Afghanistan, was con- 
firmed by Communist Party Secretary 
Mahmoud Baryalai, Babrak KarmaTs 
brother, Svenska Dagbladet wrote. 


Honduran leftists 
arrive in Panama 

PANAMA CITY, Sept. 26 (AP) — Leftist 
guerrillas who held two cabinet ministers and 
dozens of businessmen hostage in Honduras 
for eight days arrived here Saturday aboard a 
Pan amanian Air Force plane, local radio sta- 
tions reported. 

They said 12 guerrillas, their faces covered 
with handkerchiefs and towels, were led to a 
yellow air force vehicle that took them to a 
nearby military post. The Honduran rebels 
were expected to be flown later to Cuba. 

Reporters on the scene said a platoon of 
Panama's special anti-terrorist troops had 
accompanied the guerrillas on the twin- 
engine Aerocar flight from Honduras. 

“We have applied for political asylum in 
the Republic of Cuba,” one of the guerrillas 
told reporters before boarding the bus that 
would take them to the ulitary post eight 
miles north of here. 

Hie spokesman, who 
self by name, accused tfc 
meat of having unleash! 
sion that can no lor, 
endured.' 1 He claimed 
“political prisoners" whose release the guer- 
rillas had demanded in exchange for their 
hostages “have really died at the hands of the 
Honduran Army and its paramilitary 
forces..."

, in Cuba was only temporary. 

The mihtaiy post where the guerrillas were 

; taken also served as a dormitory for the 
Nicaraguan guerrillas who- flew to Panama in 
August 1978 after a daring takeover of’the 
National Palace in that country. 

The guerrillas ended tbeir eight-day occu- 
patron of the chamber of commerce building 
: after freeing all their 32 hostages, a goyem- 
■ ment official said in Honduras. The original 
hostages numbered 107. He said the guerril- 
I las free their prisoners; including two cabinet 
1 ministers, at the airport before boarding rhe 
‘Panamanian plane. 

; A government co mmuni que said none of 
the demands of the guerrillas was met They 
were reported to have demanded the fretting 
of alleged political prisoners and the. with- 
drawal of U.S. military advisers from Hon- 
duras. “They .left the country empty- 
handed," the communique said.

The Soviet Union maintains a 100,000- 
man force in Afghanistan which is supporting 
the government of Moscow-installed Babrak 
Kannal and attempting to crush massive . 
resistence by Muslim patriots in the coun- 
tryside. 

“They (Brezhnev and Gandhi) call upon 
the countries of the region to expeditiously 
terminate the armed conflicts, to exercise 
restraint and cooperate constructively for 
reducing tension and restoring peace. The 
Soviet Union and India reiterate tbeir 
opposition to all forms of outride inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of the countries 
of the region, they are confident that 
negotiated political solutions alone can 
guarantee a durable settlement of the existing 
problems of the region." 

The document was signed by Brezhnev and 
Mrs. Gandhi last Tuesday but not released 
until her departure from the Soviet Union 
Sunday. She held two days of talks with 
Brezhnev and Indian sources said Mrs. Gan- 
dhi brought up Afghanistan frequently. 

On other subjects, the two leaders called 
for the “ imm ediate and unconditional with- 
drawal of Israeli forces from Lebanon. The 
two sides emphasize the urgent need for a 
comprehensive, durable and just settlement 
of the West Aria problem based on the com- 
plete withdrawal of IsraeT s forces from all the 
Arab territories occupied by it” 

The document bailed bilateral Soviet- 
Indian relations and called for tbeir expan- 
sion, especially in trade on which*‘both rides 
reaffirmed tbeir resolve to ensure a 1.5 to 
2-fold increase" by 1986. 

Mrs. Gandhi returned to New Delhi on 
Sunday. Meanwhile, Brezhnev said Sunday 
in Baku in the southern Soviet Union that he 
was “sincerely satisfied” with Mrs. Gandhi’s 
visit, which had “confirmed once more that 
Soviet-Indlan friendship and cooperation has 
a solid foundation and a good future." 

Mrs. Gandhi had two rounds of talks with 
Brezhnev early last week in Moscow. The 
Soviet leader described Mrs. Gandhi’s visit as 
"a new step in developing cooperation bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and India." The two 
countries have similar views on all major 
international issues, Brezhnev said. 

8 states to meet 
on Indian Ocean 

VICTORIA, Seychelles, SepL 26 (AP) — 
Eight regional countries will begin discus- 
sions here Monday on ways to both utilize 
and protect the natural resources of the 
Indian Ocean. 

The Sept. 27-OcL 1 workshops are spon- 
sored by the United Nations environment 
program. Comoros, Kenya; Madagascar, 
Mauritius, Mozambique, Seychelles, Somalia 
and Tanzania are sending experts.

Aside from pollution problems, the par- 
ticipants will discuss other threats to coastal 
and marine ecosystems, including overlog- 
ging and bush fires, encroachment by human 
settlements, overgrazing, land reclamation, 
tourist development and extinction of certain 
marine species. 

Seychelles' Ministry of Planning and 
Development has called for “ harmonizing 
l&ws protecting... endangered species and 
developing an effective regioned infrastruc- 
ture for combatting all forms of marine pol- 
lution. ” 

Conference sought 

on Kampuchea issue 

BANGKOK, Sept. 26 (R) — The three 
countries of Indochina have proposed a 
major international conference in a neutral 
capital to help reach an early settlement of 
the Kampuchean dispute. 

Laotian Foreign Minister Phoune 
Sipaseuth said in a letter to the non-* 
Communist Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations .(ASEAN) that the conference 
should be held by early next year in either 
Rangoon, New Delhi, Paris, Stockholm or 
Vienna. He said the letter, made public Sun- 
day by Indochinese news agencies, was writ- 
ten on behalf of Vietnam and Kampuchea. 

The Laotian foreign minister proposed 
that ASEAN and Indochinese countries dis- 
cuss the issue further during the present ses- 
sion of the United Nations General Assembly 
in New York. He said his side was flexible on 
all issues. 

Diplomats in Bangkok saw the' offer as sig- 
nificant in view of fresh international support 
expected for the ousted Kampuchean gov- 
ernment, a coalition of Communist and 
non-Communist former rulers led by Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk.

Thatcher in Hong Kong, 
gets low-key welcome 


HONG KONG, Sept. 26 (Agencies) - 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher arrived 
Sunday for the first visit by a British bead of 
government in Hong Kong's 140-year col- 
onial history and was given a subdued wel- 
come which surprised many people. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who flew m after crucial talks 
with Chinese leaders on the future on Hong 
Kong, was met at Kaj Tak Airport by the 
British colony’s governor; Sir Edward 
Youde, and a few other senior officials. There 
were no ceremonies and the prime minister 
was quickly led out of the airport and into a 
waiting limousine before she had a chance 
even to turn and wave to the scores of waiting 
reporters and cameramen. 

Many local newsmen were visibly upset 
and some said authorities should have put on 
a better show for the first visit by a British 
prime minister. But other local sources at the 
airport said authorities probably wanted to 
keep ceremonials at a low key because of the 
sensitive nature of the talks on the colony’s 
future, which includes China’s claim, to 
sovereignty over the whole of Hong Kong. 

Her main personal contact with .the local 
population will be when she visits a vast 
housing estate in the new territories on Tues- 
day before leaving for New Delhi later that 
night! 

Mrs. Thatcher agreed with Chinese leaders 
in Peking that the two countries should begin 
talks immediately at diplomatic level on the 


question of what happens after 1997, when 
much of Hong Kong's land area is to revert to 
China. 

The two sides also said it was their common 
desire to preserve the prosperity and stability 
of Hong Kong. Peking reiterated that it 
intended to regain sovereignty over the 
whole of the colony, but set no date. 

China does not formally recognize the 
treaties under which the country’s former 
imperial ruler ceded Hong Kong island and 
Kowloon peninsula to Britain in perpetuity 
and leased the much larger new territories for 
59 years ending in 1997. Mrs. Thatcher has 
said' that the treaties, under which Hong 
Kong island and Kowloon are sovereign 
British territory, are valid in international 
law. 

During her three-day stay here, she will 
inaugurate a British-financed power station 
and visit British troops. She also will deliver a 
speech at a luncheon, organized by the 
Chinese Manufacturers’ Association, the 
Federation of Hong Kong Industries, and the . 
Hong Kong General Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Sir Edward has told reporters that Mrs. 
Thatcher was looking forward to hearing the 
views of Hong Kong people on the future 
status of this colony. He returned here from 
Peking Saturday after taking part in Mrs. 
Thatcher's talks with Chinese leaders about 
Hong Kong.

61 hurt inU.K. as chemicals explode 


• MANCHESTER, England, Sepc. 26 (AP) 
— Volatile chemicals in a blazing warehouse 
exploded Saturday night in a chain-reaction 
blast that injured at least 61 persons and shat- 
tered hundreds of windows, hospital officials 
and police said. 

The first explosion occurred just before 
midnight, raining shards of glass over people 
watching television or asleep in their beds in 
nearby homes, police said. Eyewitnesses 
said balls of flame shot skyward and apart- 
ment doors blew off hinges in the series of 
blasts that followed. 

Salford police said they cordoned roads 
and evacuated some families to churches to 
escape fumes from sodium chloride and other 
noxious gases wafting through the residential 
neighborhood 300 yards from the fiery ware- 
house, ' 

Most of the 61 persons treated suffered 
cuts, smoke inhalation and shock, Salford 
hospital said.

WIESBADEN. West Germany. Sept. 26 
(AP) — Four Million voters in the state of 
Hesse went to the poDs Sunday in elections 
seen as a test of a conservative-liberal plan to 
topple German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

Last summer, Hans-Dietnch Genscher ’ 5 
Free Democrats in Hesse derided to drop 
tbeir coalition with Schmidt' s Social Democ- 
rats in the state and seek an alliance with the 
conservative Christian Democrats led by 
Helmut Kohl. 

In Bonn, Genscher and three other Free 
Democratic ministers resigned from 
Schmidt’s coalition government Sept. 17. 
Now the Hesse elections are seen as a test for 
Genscher and Kohl's attempts to form a new 
coalition and oust Schmidt in a parliamentary 
vote of no-confidence next Friday. 

Opinion polls have predicted the Christian 
Democrats and tbeir state leader Alfred 
Dregger would get the most votes and pos- 
sibly an absolute majority in Sunday's elec- 
tions. Tbe state has been governed by a Social 
Democrat-Free Democrat coalition since 
1970. 

Genscher’ s party has slipped in opinion 
polls both in the state and nationwide since it 
derided in June to abandon the Social Demo- 
crats and align with the conservatives. 

Last week, an opinion poll taken after the 
Free Democrats deserted Schmidt in Bonn 
showed the party at an afi-thne low of 2.3 
percent nationally, well under the 5 percent 
mark needed for parliamentary represen- 
tation in West Germany. 

If the Free Democrats do that poorly in 
Hesse on . Sunday, their hand win be 
weakened in final bargaining on a new 
coalition with the conservatives in Bonn. 

Genscher could use a relatively strong 
showing as an argument against Free Democ- 
rat critics who charge be made a angle- 
handed derision to pull out of the Schmidt 
coalition and did not consult the party. 

Schmidt's Social Democrats, ted by State 
Premier Bolger Boemer, are forecast to get 
between 30 and 40 percent of the Hesse vote, 
which would mean a loss of power. Tbeir only 
hope of staying in government would prob- 
ably be to ally with the Greens, a loose-knit 
group of radicals, environmentalists' and 
anti-nuclear activists who have won election 
to five of West Germany's 1 1 state par- 
liaments since 1979. 

They are strong in Hesse because of vig- 
orous opposition to Boeroefs plan to buOd a 
nuclear waste storage dump in the state and 
the fight against a third runway at Frankfurt’s 
International Airport. The Greens are expec- 
ted to get 7 to 8 percent of the vote.

Brezhnev seeks 
close China ties 

MOSCOW, Sept. 26 (AFP) — Pres- 
ident Leonid Brezhnev Sunday appealed 
for the normalization of relations between 
Moscow and Peking, in the second over- 
ture to China in the Iasi six months. 

His appeal, part of a plea for worid 
detente in a speech televised live -from 
Baku in Azerbaijan, came in the wake of 
reports of a possible resumptioa of 
negotiations between the two countries, 
perhaps at the start of next month. 

Brezhnev, who is louring Azerbaijan, 
made ho reference to these reports. 
(According to Western diplomatic sources 
in Peking, talks would probably be held in 
Peking, between the two Communist 
giants at odds for two decades.)- 

Brezhnev said it would be “ very impor- 
tant” to normalize relations” on the basis 
of common sense, mutual resoect and 
advantage." Cooperation would “con- 
tribute to the strengthening of the found- 
ations of peace and stability in Asia and 
the whole world," be said..
